DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1.1 An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it 
MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Claims 3-4, 6-8, 10-11 & 13-14 are directed to a non-elected invention without 
traverse and are thus cancelled as is stated below. 

1.2 The application has been amended as follows: claims 3-4, 6-8, 10-1 1 & 13-14 
have been cancelled 

Election/Restrictions 

2. 1 This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 3- 
4, 6-8, 10-11 & 13-14, which arc directed to species that were non-elected without 
traverse. Accordingly, claims 3-4, 6-8, 10-11 & 13-14 have been cancelled. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

3.1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-2, 5, 9 and 12 are allowed for the following reason/s: 

The instant application is deemed to be directed towards a non-obvious 
improvement over the invention patented in U.S. Patent No. US-5504603 to 
Winker and US-6476892 to Aminaka. 

3.2 Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a liquid crystal display panel wherein the 
difference between the Re[590] of the negative A retarder plate and the Rth[590] 
of the negative C retarder plate is a range of plus/minus 0 nm to plus/minus 170 
nm. 

3.3 Claims 2, 5, 9 and 12 depend on Claim 1 and therefore they are also allowed. 

3.4 Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
